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3 Ohio U. Students 
Suspended; Rally 
Scheduled Today 


ATHENS, Ohio (A P )- Three 
Ohio Univ ersity stu dents were 
su spended today for disciplinary 
reasons as a resu lt of a cam­ 
pu s distu rbance Su nday nig ht. 
The office of Univ ersity Vice 
President James Whalen disclos­ 
ed the action bu t declined to 
identify the stu dents. 
A brief statement from Whal­ 
en’s office stated there “ probab­ 
ly will be additional cases in 
the near fu tu re” as the inv esti­ 
g ation continu es. 
Upwards of 1,500 stu dent spec­ 
tators and participants in a dem­ 
onstration roamed the carnpu s 
sev eral 
hou rs Su nday 
nig ht. 
Windows were broken in sev eral 
campu s bu ilding s, inclu ding the 
home of Univ ersity President 
Vernon Alden. 
A g rou p of stu dents annou nc­ 
ed plans for a campu s rally 
schedu led at noon today . That 
was the deadline stu dents set 
for u niv ersity au thorities to start 
acting on a list of g riev ances. 
It appeared u nlikely the dead­ 
line wou ld be met. 
“I wou ld be v ery foolish to 
say that we shou ld act on these 
g riev ances or ev en the hig h pri­ 
ority ones by noon tomorrow,”

Airport from 
Disney land were killed in the 
crash Wednesday ev ening . They 
inclu ded nine Ohioans on v aca­ 
tion and two prominent Califor­ 
nians.

after

crash su spension of flig hts. 
The bodies of the 20 passen­ 
g ers and three crewmen were 
fou nd in or near the charred 
wreckag e in a pastu re near a 
bu sy intersection of Paramou nt, 
halfway on 
the 
32-mile hop 
from Disney land to the airport.

inclu ded 
May or 
John R 
Trainor, 46 , of Red 
Blu ff, Calif.; Dr. Arden K. Ru d- 
deli, 43, professor of edu cation 
at the Univ ersity of California 
at Berkeley , and Morris Krom- 
feld, a New York inv estment 
banker from West Eng lewood, 
N.J. 
Eicht relativ es of Mrs. Jack 
Garner of Colu mbu s. Ohio, also 
were aboard. They were near­ 
ing the end of a v acation. 
A rotor blade broke away 
from the big craft before it fell. 
The possibility th^t this cau sed 
the crash was being stu died. 


OU President Vernon Alden said 
Thu rsday nig ht. 
Alden made the annou nce­ 
ment in an address directed to 
the stu dents which was carried 
by local radio stations. 
Alden said the u niv ersity had 
ag reed to consider the g riev ­ 
ances bu t that it wou ld be im­ 
possible to make immediate 
chang es. 
He met with a fiv e-member 
g riev ance 
committee, 
headed 
by acting stu dent body presi­ 
dent Rita Coriell, and afterward 
annou nced that “ all the su g g es­ 
tions will be ev alu ated and re­ 
v iewed with stu dents and facu l­ 
ty members and when appro­ 
priate, there will be action.” 
At the time the noon rally was 
called, stu dent leaders did not 
disclose whai action mig ht be 
taken if the u niv ersity failed to 
meet the demands. 
Bu t in his radio talk, Alden 
warned that “any disru ption in 
the edu cational process and or 
v iolence will be met with appro­ 
priate action.” 
The g riev ances were drawn 
u p at a meeting of abou t 3,000 
stu dents in the aftermath of a 
Su nday nig ht campu s distu rb­ 
ance. Abou t 1,500 stu dents took 
part in a rock throwing incident. 
The Ohio National Gu ard pu t 
6 50 men on standby alert in 
Athens, bu t the troops pu lled 
ou t Wednesday when campu s 
operations retu rned to normal. 
Alden also warned that his de­ 
cision to weig h the g riev ances 
“does not mean I hav e g iv en in 
o some of the ihreats that are 
being made. I am simply try ing 
to recog nize that many of y ou r 
g riev ances are real . . .”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The 
chief of campu s police at Ohio 
State Univ ersity say s inv estig at­ 
ors hope to determine by Satu r­ 
day whether Wednesday ’s OSU 
dormitory fire was a case of 
arson. 
The fire, on the Uth floor of 
the 24-story Lincoln Tower dorm 
killed one coed and inju red 15 
others. 
Police Chief O. R. Starr said 
tests of bu rned materials in the 
dormitory are being made by 
the Ohio Bu reau of Criminal 
Identification and local au thori­ 
ties. 
Petitions sig ned by abou t 1,350 
residents of Lincoln and its twin 
hig h-rise dorm, Morrill, were 
g iv en to OSU Vice President 
Gordon Carson Thu rsday . The 
petitions asked for added fire 
precau tions, inclu ding fu ll-time 
g u ards.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Weather Bu reau at Cin­ 
cinnati said the Ohio Riv er was 
rising abou t one foot per hou r 
and shou ld reach flood stag e- 
52 feet—by Satu rday morning . 
The Little Miami and the 
Great Miami riv ers, Ohio Riv er 
tribu taries 
which 
wind 
their 
way ihrou g h mu ch ot sou thwest 
portions of the state, 
were ex ­ 
pected to reach flood stag e 
abou t noon today , the bu reau 
said. 
Larg e ev acu ations also were 
reported in Morrow and Sou th 
Lebanon in 
W a r r e n Cou nty , 
Lov eland in Clermont Cou nty 
and 
Somerv ille in 
B u t l e r 
Cou nty . 
Ju st abou t ev ery cou nty in the 
sou thern half of the state had 
secondary roads closed by flood­ 
ing streams, and many com­ 
mu nities, ev en Colu mbu s, was 
plag u ed by ov erflowing storm 
sewers u nable to take the mass 
of water from continu ed rains. 
Dozens of commu nities clos­ 
ed their schools for the day since 
school bu ses were u nable to nav ­ 
ig ate 
u he 
flooding 
second­ 
ary roads. 
The train derailment came 
when a 7 7 -car Baltimore & Ohio 
freig ht tram, bou nd from New­ 
ark to Cincinnati, hit a wash­ 
ed ou t cu lv ert two miles north 
of 
Blooming bu rg 
in 
Fay ette 
Cou nty , abou t sev en miles north 
of Washing ton Cou rt Hou se. 
Sev enteen of the cars derailed, 
some piled three hig h, bu t no 
one was inju red. The first 21 
of the cars in the train, inclu d­ 
ing the 17 derailed, were dam­ 
ag ed, according to the condu ct­ 
or, J. T. Trimble of Newark. 
L. E. Schwartz of Newark was 
the eng ineer. Most of the cars 
were empty . 
All Washing ton Cou rt Hou se 
and Fay ette Cou nty schools also 
were closed by flooded second­ 
ary roads, and storm sewer 
flooding . All schools in Ross 
Cou nty ou tside Chillicothe also 
were closed. 
A few landslides blocked some 
roads in Ross Cou nty , where 
fiv e families had to be ev acu at­ 
ed from the Vig o section, ju st 
ou tside Chillicothe, and sev eral 
families from Au stin, 10 miles 
north of the city . 
It was Paint Creek and sev ­ 
eral other streams which flow 
in.o the Scioto in Ross Cou nty 
that was cau sing most of the 
trou ble in Chillicothe. There Civ ­ 
il Defense officials called on 
hig h school seniors to help sand­ 
bag the Adena lev ee on the 
creek in the western part of the 
city . Ohio 104, 139 and 180 in the 
area were closed as well as U.S. 
35 to the east. 
At least 6 0 families were ev ac­ 
u ated 
at Log an in Hocking 
Cou nty and in the area of the 
northeast section of the city , af­ 
fected by flooding of Old Town 
Creek. Police Chief Roy Kelch 
at Log an said people were being 
ev acu ated at Rock Bridg e and 
that an ev acu ation headq u arter 
was set u p in Log an’s West El­ 
ementary School. 
Log an police and au x iliaries 
in the cou nty ’s Civ il Defense 
u nit were u sing two amphibiou s 
“du cks” to help in the ey acu a 
tion work, and the Log an u nit 
of the National Gu ard was on 
du ty . 
In Athens Cou nty at least 10 
state roads were closed and in 
Athens six streets were flooded, 
blocking traffic. The West Green 
of Ohio Univ ersity , u su ally flood­ 
ed when the Hocking Riv er ov er 
flows, had prepared Thu rsday 
nig ht in mov ing some equ ipment 
ou t of basements.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
rise of from 5 to ll feet above 
flood stage at several points 
along the Scioto River was pre­ 
dicted by the Weather Bureau 
Friday. 
The river began overflowing 
its banks at Circleville Friday 
morning and will crest at 16 
feet Saturday afternoon. Flood 
stage at Circleville is 14 feet. 
A flood of this magnitude at 
Circleville affects transportation 
and farm areas but has little 
or no affect on residential areas. 
The Sctoto is expected to crest 
at Chillicothe at 18.5 feet early 
Sunday against a flood stage of 
16 feet. The greater problem at 
Chillicothe is flooding along 
Paint Creek just before it enters 
the Scioto River on the south 
side of the city. 
Numerous small streams in 
the area are already out of their 
banks. These streams not only 
affect transportation on all sec­ 
ondary roads but floor some 
residential areas. 
Piketon in Pike County Will 
see tile Scioto rise to a crest 
of 26.5 feet Saturday afternoon 
against a flood stage there of 
16 feet. This will affect most 
secondary roads in the area and 
farmlands and a very limited 
segment of the population.

profound question of the reality 
of God.” 
Actually, the “death of God” 
speculations generally did not 
mean that divinity itself had 
ceased to exist, but rather that 
the modern scientific culture ob­ 
scured it, and humanity seemed 
largely unaware and independ­ 
ent of it. 
Christians must learn to live 
in a world “without God,” tile 
late German theologian Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer put it before he died, 
a firm believer, at Nazi hands. 
But his writings set the stage 
for the ensuing “death of God” 
ferment. 
The catchphrase, actually a 
1965 revival of a 19th century 
shibboleth by German philoso­ 
pher Nietzsche, also was used to 
point to the demise of tradition- 
bound, manipulative, self-serv­ 
ing images of God current in 
Western society. 
They were dead, the funeral 
announcers said. 
But if the old, utilitarian defi­ 
nitions don’t specify God, 
or 
have become meaningless idols 
in an age when He seems to 
many to be absent from the 
technological scene, then theolo­ 
gians must grapple anew with 
“basic issues” of reality, Dr. 
Oden says. 
“We cain rejoice that we have 
been stung and shocked out of 
our drowsiness and complacen­ 
cy by the God of history,” he 
writes in the Christian student 
magazine, Motive. 
In a way, he says, it appears 
to be a “ tremendous regression, 
a giant step backward,” by 
winch theologians must start 
over again “with the ABCs.” 
How this is to be done, he 
adds, is the present challenge. 
First, says Roman Catholic 
Cardinal Leo J. Suenenis of Bel­ 
gium, “we must take away the 
false images” and get rid of 
“simplistic ways” of thinking of 
God. 
“With 
the 
false 
images 
stripped away,” he told an Oak­ 
land, Calif., audience, “ God is 
then realized as a hidden God 
who can never be expressed in 
all His essence.” 
As another Catholic theolo­ 
gian, the Rev. Gregory Baum, 
of Toronto, put it: “ From the 


beginning, the biblical faith has 
demanded 
that men do not 
make for themselves images of 
God. Every image of God which 
men produce is to be rejected as 
idolatry. 
“No image of God is adequ­ 
ate, and if men do regard it as 
adequate, they become idola­ 
trous or superstitious.” 
This is why Judeo-Christiami- 
ty, in affirming God’s presence 
in human life, is “ most cau­ 
tious, hesitant and often uses a 
language which is close to that 
of agnostics,” he says. 
“The critique overruling ev­ 
erything we say about God is 
called ‘negative theology.’ God 
is ineffable. 
God 
cannot 
be 
named. A Christian cannot say 
precisely what God is like. A 
Christian can only say precisely 
what God is not like. This is the 
inevitable situation of the bibli­ 
cal faith.”

CINCINNATI (AP) — State 
governments, smothered in “ in­ 
efficiency of tradition,” respond 
to needs only after they explode 
into a 
crisis, South Carolina 
Gov. 
Robert McNair charged 
here Thursday. 
McNair criticized state gov­ 
ernm ent for being a “ Hodge­ 
podge” of program s and “ limp­ 
ing along in this age of space 
travel very much the sam e as 
it did 50 or more years ago.” 
McNair spoke at the closing 
session of the two - day “ Tri­ 
state Conference of Strengthen­ 
ing the Legislature.” Lawm ak­ 
ers from several states, mostly 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana, a t­ 
tended.

Against Agriculture Policy 
Bowlers Take Notice! 


By DON KENDALL 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Among 
the demands of the Agriculture 
Department made by leaders of 
the Poor People’s Campaign is 
abolishment of subsidies “to 
large farm ers” for not growing 
crops. 
Attacks upon federal farm * 
programs are not new nor are 
they confined to political, eco­ 
nomic, r a c i a l or geographic 
boundaries. But the suggestion 
by 
Poor 
People’s 
Campaign 
leaders has touched a sensitive 
nerve within the department. 
Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville L. Freeman expressed this 
sensitivity in a speech last week 
to the American Freedom from 
Hunger Foundation. 
Poverty 
is 
the 
underlying 
cause of hunger in the United , 
States, Freeman said, not lack 
of agricultural production. 
“Those who would fight pov- j 
ery 
by attacking farm 
pro­ 
grams are misguided,” he said. I 
“To end farm programs would 
create more poverty and more 
hunger.” 
Freeman 
examined 
briefly 


what he said would happen if 
federal f a r m programs were 
scrapped. Those farmers who 
lacked the financial reserves to 
weather the storm, he said, 
would be driven off the land 
“by the thousands, perhaps hun­ 
dreds of thousands, leaving it in 
monopoly hands.” 
Freeman doesn’t pretend that 
federal farm 
programs have 
halted the exodus of people from 
the farms. Statistics show other­ 
wise, and Freeman frequently 
has noted them in his speeches. 
Since World War II, he said 
recently, the population of tile 
United States has grown 55 mil­ 
lion, or by 37 per cent. And, he 
pointed out, in the same period 
nearly 3 million farms “disap­ 
peared as a result of the tech- 
i nological revolution in agricul- 
I ture.” 
Rural poverty has rarely been 
ignored in Freeman’s speeches. 
In many ways, he has explain­ 
ed, tile Department of Agricul­ 
ture is committed to the im­ 
provement of rural life. 
In calling for a viable, univer­ 
sal effort to conquer poverty as 
the true solution to hunger prob­ 


lems, Freeman and the leaders 
of the Poor People’s Campaign 
cannot be far from agreement. 
But Freeman is convinced 
that federal farm programs— d e ­ 
spite charges that most subsi­ 
dies have gone “to large farm ­ 
ers”—have contributed greatly 
to the orderly development of 
U.S. agriculture. 
Without 
such 
development, 
Freeman says, this nation would 
not have enough food to distri­ 
bute to hungry people. As it is, 
he suggests, the problem here 
is poverty. Once people are ad­ 
mitted to what Freeman calls 
“the mainstream of the most 
vigorous economy” in history, 
the productivity of agriculture 
can be extended to everyone. 
But in the meantime, Orville 
Freeman suggests that federal 
farm programs should not be 
used as scapegoats, no matter \ 
how hungry people become.

Men Escape 


Plane Crash 


In Park 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Two men 
walked away from the crash of 
a light plane that narrowly miss­ 
ed a group of boys playing base­ 
ball and burst into flames after 
sliding through a tennis court in 
suburban Fairview Park Thurs­ 
day. 
Jack Marshall, 42, the pilot, 
said the engine on the single- 
mgirae Piper Cherokee stalled 
shortly after takeoff from Cleve­ 
land Hopkins Airport, less then 
two miles from the crash scene. 
Marshall, of Birmingham, Ala. 
and his passenger, David Ander­ 
son, 30, of Port Clinton, Ohio, 
suffered minor injuries. 
The pilot said he purposely 
skimmed trees in Morton Park 
to slow the plane before it hit 
the ground. The aircraft hit a 
tree at the edge of the baseball 
field veered down and hit a 
short fence, rupturing the gas 
tank. 
Fairview Park Fire Chief J. 
Orrie Baumgartner said the net 
and fence of the tennis court 
saved “a real disaster.” A 26- 
building apartment complex is 
less than 75 feet from where the 
plane was stopped by the wire 
fence.
